1. On 13 January 1951 the Nwanctung Tilitary Mstrict supplied the 41 APUYs 
) Field trny (FA), with 15 anti-aircraft cuns and 20 cases of a:nunition to 
strencthen air Cefonse at Thaoan (116-37, 23—12) and Swatow. 


2. On 23 January, 1,009 men of on oriillery unit of the 15 Army Croup (AC), 
3 FA,+ left Canton uy train for Shanrmutou (111-06, 22-53) and fro: there 
to coastal arcas in upper Cumpchianc (lL, 23+) for cefense cutics. 


3. On 2) January, 1,000 artillery troops with 20 heavy runs and other weapons 
arrived in Zanrton vy train, They were immeciately transferred by boat to : 
Shihwoitang (7% 3} bie ) ang thon uy train soutimest of Sanshut (112-5), 23-08) 
to reinforce Chanchtanre (jk: yi.)s : 


be On 25 January, 6,000 troops of the 10 4G, 3 TA, loft Santon Ly train for 
Paoan (113—56, 22232) anc Mulyang (11-06, 23-05) to assune pacrison cuties 
of the I tray. Che unit was cculsped with wny heavy arns amd avout 100 
pack horses, nother 1,000 mon of the 10 AC in a machine pum anc artillery . 
unit left Sarton to assume cefonse cutios on the Canton-Shench'uan (114-05, 
22~32) railroad. On 20 January a special l2-car train loaded with military 
materials and atunition and 700 troops left Canton; tho troops vere to 
assume defense Cuties on the Canton-~Shench'uan railroad.

The 32 Army, 3 FA, was dispersed in the East Rivor area with headquarters at 
Tulyang, Its total strength was 90,000 men (d-5). One division,of the 

32 Army arrived in east Kwangtung fron Manchuria during January.* ‘The divi- 
sion was well-cquipped and included Japanese prisonors of war. The 21 and 
31 Arnies, 3 FA, were on the east coast of Kvangtung. Thoir total strength 


“was 90,000 men (C-l). 


Three regiments of the 3 PA, the 63 Tield Artillery Negimont, and the, il Aruy, 
with a total strength of 50,000 (sic), all commanded by CItI Iisiung,> were 
disposed in the Iluiyang-Pacan coastal area as follows: 


a, The LL Arny Ueadquarters Unit and one field artillery battalion were in 
the suburbs of Mulyang. 


bs One reginent and one ficld artillery battalion vere at Jonshan (10-13, 
22e9), Ptinghal (11)-53, 22-37) and Iisiayung ($5 jij) 


ce. The 6 Infantry fattalion, 121 Division, and two headquarters artillery

421 Division was at Plingshan (113-16, 23-26) and Lungkang (1LN-17, 22-h).

d, One infantry regiment and the 2 Artillery Battalion of the 3 FA were along 
the railroad between Chanpmutou, Shench'uan and Mant'ou (113-56, 22—31) . 


Units of the Railroad Army Group were along the Canton-Ilan«ow railroad. 

The 131 Division, 3 FA," with a strength of 10,000, was dispersed at Ch'uchiang 
(113-33, 24-50), Hengshih (113-12, 2351), Yinete (113-21, 2-12), Hankuang 
(123-007 21-16), Chtingyuan (113-01, 23-lh) and Lochang (113-18, 25-08). 

One rerirent of the ) FA with a strength of 3,000 was in the Iiszaopeichiang 

(Ax 30) ¥0) area. Approxinately 5,000 irregulars in this orca under the 
command of HO Chun~ts'ai (ig Ce t ) were being reorganized. 

The “wangtung-liwangsi Colum under TSENG Sheng was dispersed in the Pearl 

Miver Delta arca, central and south Iwangtung. It had a strencth of 

100,000 (g-5).

On 4 February 1951, 3,000 troops of the 133 Division, 46 Army, arrived in 
Canton from Tankow by train. On 5 Fobruary they moved to Tangeh'teng (103~23, 
211)6) . ; 


LU Ghion (f& 4d) » commander of the 2 Tattalion of the Liechanised Aruy Group 
(sic) of the Central ond South China lilitary Area, and Ideutenant Colonel 
Itua-kte~-koefu (7? Vakekov), a Soviet adviser, arrived at Changmutou by train 
with 6 armored cars, 12 lirht tanks equipped with flame throwers and two 
small caliber cuns, and l, medium tanks equipped with two heavy machine cuns, 
tivo flame throvers and one other gun. [rom Changrutou they went to Nanttou 
via Shench'uan on the Canton-Shench'uan highway, then wont to Bocca Ticris 
(113-11, 22-9) along the Paoan-Tocca Tigris highway. ae left Dgcoa 
TMicris for Talang (113-57, 22-56) and Paisha (113-06, 22~3l))(sic). 


One artillery battalion of the 83 Division, 27 Arny,? equipped with 10 field 
guns, 4 flat trajectory guns, 2 Soviet-type anti-aircraft guns and 3 x 60 mn 
guns (sic), arrived at Changrutou from Canton and went to Dias Tay, Iutoumen 
( fis ia, rf ), Tungyungl© (11)-26, 23-05), Pinctan (s% if ), Jenshan and Tan- 
shui via Yudiyanr to take over farrison duties. 


One thousand mon of the 11) Division, 10 AG, equipped trith 6 mountain guns, 
10 flat trajectory runs and 6 heavy puns, traveled to Iluiyang from south 
Kiangsi, LDlements loft for Shattouchiao (11)-1), 22-32), Tstaiwa (114-37 
26-05)(sic), Veichang (§] 9%), Lutsun (7% A), Usihsiang (113-52 20635 ,

he 27 Reginent, 82 Division, 27 Aruy,? comprising three infantry battalions 
and one macitine fun company, a total of 1,000 men, under regincntal cormander 
“NI Ileo-hein (% 3% # noved from Kanghsicntsun (i@ 4, 4 )} along the 
sowthern section di ghb Canton-lovloon railroad to Chenchttan, ‘The unit was 
equipped ith 20 bazookas and 15 small caliber guns. It will assume highly 
garrison duties, 


Approximately 300 troops of the 10 AG, equipped with 15 x CO m runs (sic) 
and 8 artillery pieces (all Soviet equipment) were roing to Changnutou, 
Pienchichchiang (#/] A, yi.) and fias Tay for dofonse duties. 

To maintain order in the Canton area the Kwanctung iilitary District expanded 
the strength of the garrison in that areca to that of a brigade. The brigade 
commander was IUAIG Yung-sheng (# & GF), also deputy commander of the 
military district and Canton Orrrison commander. The deputy commander of 

the brigade was LI Kuowliang ( al Re )}, also commander of the Canton Public 
Security Colum. Cadre members of the brigade will comprise craduates of 

the litary and Political University and the Tublic Security School.
